Court, including the type of judgment or order being appealed and the relief granted by the 
District Court: 

This cross-appeal seeks review of two orders entered by the district court pertaining 
to a petition for writ of mandamus submitted pursuant to the Nevada Public Records Act 
(“NPRA”), Nev. Rev. Stat. § 239.011(2) after Appellant/Cross-Respondent the Las Vegas 
Metropolitan Police Department (“LVMPD”) declined to produce certain public records 
pertaining to the shooting which occurred on October 1, 2017 at the Route 91 Harvest Music 
Festival in Las Vegas, Nevada. On March 2, 2018, the district court entered and noticed an 
Order granting the petition, but permitting the LVMPD at least six months to produce records 
and redact certain information. In the order, the district court found that the NPRA required 
the Review-Journal and other petitioners to pay fees associated with the production of the 
requested records, and ordered the parties to submit supplement briefing regarding to amount 
to be charged with respect to the production of the records. On March 9, 2018, without 
holding an evidentiary hearing, the district court entered and noticed another order pertinent 
to the records request which properly denied some of the LVMPD’s request to charge fees 
for the production of some records, but permitted LVMPD to charge certain fees for the 
production of certain responsive public records, some of which are not permitted by law.
